THREE MONi!BS vt, TEJif YEAIiS. 

Tho opposition oryau fills tho air witli 
lainentatioiis bccauan in three months tho 
goveriuneut hnvo not acoomplisiicd what 
the late government spent ten years in 
trying to do without success. Our con- 
ternporary'B demand for the governniont 
" «'pbiicy'' is^made in terms that would be- 
come a Sully or a highwayman. Ho says, 
among other things, tliat the government 
shuiild have gone tn tiic country with a 
policy. Well, tlmy did go with ono — and 
a^yery decided policy. They told tlio 
country that they would make an effort tu 
settle the dry dock and Island railway 
uiattora and secure the opening of the 
railway land.s. On thai platform they 
stood and were returned. Immediately 
upon their accession to otlieo they opened 
negotiations with Ottawa. Those nego- 
tiations sre soon to bo broiiijli!, it is be- 
lieved, to a succoasful issue, and now 
only await concurrent letiialation to have 
iho force and effect of law. 'I'ho delay is 
at Ottawa, not here. Thi.s government 
are prepared to laiuieli tlieir policy the 
moment that they receive oflicial intinia 
tion from tho federal capital of its accept 
ance by the Dominion govemiuent. Uti - 
fortunately, the severe illness of Sir 
Charles Tupper — minister of railways and 
cinals, to who.'jo department the matter 
belongs — has prevented the consideration 
of the torniM by the ministry, bu( the 
hope is held out in a telegram from Sir 
John Macdonald to Hon. Mr. >Smithe 
ye&torday that Sir Charles will have re- 
covered sufficiently in a day or two to ar- 
range the affair sati-sfaetorily . This, of 
course, will not satisfy the a.stute politi- 
cian who presides over the Slainhint. 
That gentleman negotiated ten years, 
made two trips to London and hus pre- 
sented a modest bill to-the local govern 
ment of S12,000 for servicee which wi>re 
crowned with disaster. Naturally lie is 
impatient to ani>Oinice the failure of pend- 
ing negotiations. If this government 
can do iu a little more than three monlli.s 
what their predecesaora did not do in ten 
years, they will be entitled to a large 
share of public consideration, and the 
abuse and eahnnny of papers like (he 
istanJunl will fall harndess.

A JAILER MURDERED. 

Shot Sova by an Saeaplne: Frisouor 
The Tucson Jail BesioGToA by a& 
Ansry Mob. 

.'■TvcSOV, April 29. — This morning, as 
jailer Holbrook, of this place, was super- 
intending the "trusties' of the jail, wlio 
were cleaning up after the prisoners had 
breakfasted, and while momentarily ab- 
sent at a wash place in the jail yard, two 
prisoners, Casey and Sinclair, sprung the 
the bar on the top of the cells out of its 
socket, and entering tho jailer's room in 
search of keys to unlock tho Montana 
shoes from their feet, found tlie j:uler's 
pistols, which were hid in a matlros.s. 
The jailer noticed the outer door olosed, 
which aroused his suspicions, and enter- 
ed to fipd himself confronted by Casey, 
with revolver in hand, and was ordered to 
throw up his hands. He made an effort 
to disarm the prisoner, when

and found tho prisoners returned to the 
c^ges, Casey sitting upon one of them.

He was ordered, 
but refused to come, and the guards com- 
menced firing at tho privy, which was in- 
side the jail. Another prisoner was in 
the privy, and jDasey caught and forcibly 
held tlie latteifman between him and the 
aide from'whorico the shot came'.

When he camo out about nine o'clock, a 
committee of the best citizens of the town 
assembled at Levin's park, and after a hot 
discussion decided to lynch the murderer.

KiNusTON, April 19. -Tills iiioriiing at 
eight o'clock a shocking accident occurred 
to a respected citizen named K. Cunning- 
ham. After eating his breakfust he wont 
out into the shed to hang a basket of meat 
He had liuiig up the basket and was about 
leaving the aheil when ho was felled to the 
earth by a revolver bullet, which entered 
his left temple. Ho was seen falling, but 
who fired the shot remained a mystery for 
some time. It appeared E. 5lostyn, a 
prominent saloon-keeper, on getting out 
of his bed stepped to his back door and 
fired at a cat which was on tho fence. Tlie 
ball missed the cat, passed over tho fence 
and into tho shed referred to, some 75 
yards distant where it did the damage 
niontinnod. Mr. Mnstyn was horrified 
whon he heard what he had done, and 
gave himself up to tho police immediate- 
ly. Dr. Sullivan probed for tho hall, but 
as yet it has not been secured. It is 
buried behind the jaw bono. Cunning- 
ham's recovery is doubtful. The affair 
has cast a gloom over tho city, as both 
parties are well known and respected. 
Moatyn was not retained by the police. 

Elevator Accldeat. 

An awful elevator accident ocaorrou in 
Nevada Block, San Francisco, on Satur- 
day last, when a lady named Flaherty 
was crushed to death. The elevator had 
started on tlie up trip with live passun- 
gcrs, and when botwoon the third and 
fourth doors tho air stopped running into 
tho chamber, and tho elevator began to 
descend. Tho safety clutch prevented its 
fall, but tho paaaongors were panic .strick- 
en and attempted to got out by moans of 
a trap in the coiling. Mrs. Flaherty man- 
aged to effect hor e.xit to tho roof of the 
elevator, whon tho air again filling the 
chamber, it started up, her head striking 
against the aide of tho shaft and jamming 
both her head and shoulders in a narrow- 
space. The elevator hoy, in attempting 
to rescue her, had both arms badly bruis- 
ed, his face cut, and sustained severe in- 
juries about tho head. Whon roacuod he 
waa bleeding profusely from the eyes, ears 
and nose, 'fho head of the woman is so 
crushed that tho fojitures are beyond re- 
cognition. The bo3y remained jammed 
between tho cage of the elevator and the 
casing of the elevator shaft nearly two 
houra, and at last tho casing had to be 
cut away to extricate it. As soon as this 
was done the cage dropped and tho body 
fell after it^

"Times 
Democratic ' Meridian special a.ays: A 
terrible cyclone visited this parish 7 or M 
miles abovo here Saturd.ay evening from 
tho northwest to southwest. Tho length 
of track is 15 miles, and of such terrific 
force not a house, tree, or any obstruction 
is left. Cabins and barns are utterly de- 
molished, while rails from fence were 
blown for a mile and a quarter. 

PiTTsiit'Rd, Pa., .April 2',l. — Eight thou- 
sand coal miners, several hundred cigar- 
makers and a largo number of journeymen 
plasterers, will (juit work next Tuesday, 
unless employers concede to their de- 
mands.

China. 

San Fka.nc i.si o, .-Vpril 28. — The steam- 
ship Coptic, which arrived this morning 
frm Hongkong, brings the following 
dates: — 

The prisoners in Quang/aee, for road 
murder in Shanghai, have been sentuncod. 
Tho nurse is to be sliced to pieces, the 
coolie woman to be beheaded without im- 
prisonment, and the cook to be beheaded 
after impriaoiiment. 

Four boats and one steam launch be- 
l'>iiging to the .Ashuelot werts brought in 
by pilots from Double Islaiul. Two came 
in before and wore taken down to Hong- 
kong. These are all boats belonging to 
her and so far tho only thing saved. 

The telegr.iph construction and main- 
tenance company's steamer Scotia has 
completed her part in the l.iying down i>f 
the Shanghai cable for the Kastern ex 
tension of tho Australasian and China 
Cable Company. 

Information was received here on the 
13th that tho China Merchants' Steain 
Navigation Co. 's steamer Meli grounded 
at the month of the Hue river, during a 
gale. Tho chihf mate and seven of the 
Chinoso crew wore drowned by the cap- 
ai/.ing of a boat in which they were at- 
tempting to leave the vessel. Little hope 
is entertained of the vessel .being got off. 

\ Hi^rioiia riot occurred at Bangkok re- 
cently among the Chineae belonging to 
some secret society. In aiippreaaing the 
disturbance the police wounded aoiiio of 
the riotors and others surrendered. Five 
hundred guns and bayonets with other 
warlike munitions were seized by tho au- 
thorities. 

Cholera is reported to have again made 
it.s appearance at Bangkok. 

A dreadful maritime disaster is report- 
ed. Four sailing vessels of between 400 
and GOO tona register left here in com- 
pany at the end of February. On the 
15th of March they oncounterud a galo in 
K'ii channel. Tliree of the ahi[)M founder- 
ed or went to piecea on tho rocky coast, 
all of their crews and pasaengora being 
lust. The fourth vessel alone reached 
port to announce the fate of her coni- 
paniona. 

1'h(! French in Toiupiin continue war- 
like operations. A small force was sent 
March 14th to occu[)y the citadola of 
Namdin and other river towna. Native 
authorities overywhoro exhibit hostile 
feeling, but dare not actively manifest it. 

Oalifomia. 

San Francisco, April 30.— C. S. Roe, 
the attorney who received ao severe a cas- 
tigation at the hands of the surveyor on 
Montgomery stre(;t last week, was beaten 
still worse tliia morning by an indignant 
husband. About half paat ten a well- 
known merchant of Oakland, accom- 
panied by the ladies of his family and a 
male friend, called on Roe at his oflice. 
'i'ho party accused Roe of having circu- 
lated certain disgusting alandora concern- 
ing tiuj ladioa ijresenl, and, iin his abject 
deniala and explanations, tho gen'lemon 
took off their co.-its and beat the alleged 
slanderer into a condition of complete in- 
sensibility, his face being literally cut to 
pieces. They then turned on a call for a 
surgeon and retired. 

A shocking accident happened at Oak- 
land pier yesterday afternoon, after the 1 
o'clock boat had arrived. .John F. 
Hughes, a printer, living at C05 Mont- 
gomery street, San Francisco, started to 
drive up the pier with a spirited horse, 
and as he approached the crossing of tho 
roadway and the cars, tho horse became 
unmanageable and Mr. Hughes waa 
thrown to the ground in front of the 
train. He waa struck on the back of the 
head by tho foremost car steps, and had 
the base of his skull fractured. Tho train 
was stopped and tho injured man was 
taken on board and conveyed to the re- 
ceiving hospital, where he died shortly 
after.

Mr. (.ialbraith asked tho leader of the 
government if ho had received any tele- 
;.,;tams from the ouverninonl at Ottawa, as 
most uf the members tinght to be on their 
way Ikmiio and the subject \v;is one of 
anxii!ty to the public at large. 

Hon. Mr. Suiitlie .said he was obliged 
to his hcin. friend for putting the ques- 
tion . Me had intended to give some ex- 
planatioii, even if it had nut been asked. 
Oil .u'L-i-ptiui,' otlioe one of tlie lirst things 
ihe L;n\ eniiiieul undertook to do svas to 
ai iMiiLje a siM ! lemenl of the long ueiuHng 
cpiestioii.s belweeii the Dominion and 
Provincial ( loveriiiuenis, and with that 
end in view certain proposals had been 
made lo ilu. Ottawa tiovernmoiit which 
be miglil s ly bad been substantially ac~ 
lepled lie read a telegram from Sir 
.lobuA. .Macdoiiald to bim.self (Hon. .Mr. 
Sniithe) dated -'.'iid iMareli, as fidlows, — 
" Trutch loaves next Tuesday. Canadian 
(lovermnent are prepared to submit to 
ptirliainent your propositions with such 
iiioditic'itioiis as may be settled on witli 
Trutch and concurred in by us. Tele- 
orapli. Vour Leoiahdure niivsl legislate 
llrai. .lohii A. i\i:icdoii;dd. " The Hon. 
iMr. Ti iilcli had arrived in tl'.o Province 
over two weeks ayo and had subniil led 
tlie proposed modilicatior.s to the (lov- 
eminent iiere. Within two days the 
flovermnent had arranged with Mr. 
Tnitcli so far as that gentleman had an- 
I hority 1 1> set tie matters, aiul the liM'ins 
had been lelegiaphed to Ottawa for the 
.sauclioii of the tioveriiment there. In 
view of all the circii instances he could but 
beliovo that it was only a (]nostion of a 
few days more when everj'l li iiig must lie 
.settled, and ill a manner calculated to 
further I he best interests of the country. 
(H;'ar, lie.u. ) lie had received a telegram 
from Sir .lohn .Maedoimld that niorniiig 
as fcdlows " .Sir Cliarh>8 Tiippur'a illness 
lias somewhat delayed matters ; will be 
attended to in a few days. — .luhn A. 
.Macdouald. lie was exceedingly sorry 
that the ilelay had occurred which had 
the ell'eet of keepiiiL,' meniber.s here until 
the season was far advanced. The fault, 
he must say. was nut on the part of his 
(i ivernnieiil. They liad acted through- 
(Uit with vigour and promptitude, (hear, 
hear,) .and he couUl only account for the 
delay at Ottawa liy assuming that the 
ministers there were pressed with what to 
them might be considered more import- 
ant business. (Hoar, hear. ) The settle- 
ment of these long pending ouostions was 
vitally important to this I'rovince, (hear, 
hear,) and he was <;lad to sob that the 
members f^enerally hail throughout shown 
their ai)i)reciatiiiu of that fact by accept 
iiig almost without complaint the neces- 
sity for waiting to carry the matter 
through, lie would express his acknow- 
ledgment to the upposition whose bearing 
had been on this matter such as to sh'iw 
that they bad no desire to liarrass the 
(lovornuient or oiler any factious ojiposi- 
tion. ( 1 lear, hear. ) It was evidence that 
they had the interest of the country at 
heart, lie made the explanation as he 
felt momhers wore entitled to know, so 
far, at least how matters really stood, and 
he thought also the anxiety of tho public 
generally would be somewhat allayed by 
kiiou ino the facta, liy being left in the 
dark they would probably imagine ob- 
.staclu.s and dilliculties which did not 
exist. (Hear, hoar.) 

DRILL. 

McTavish moved the following re- 
solution : 

That an humble address hi: [iresonted to 
his honor the lieutenant governor, pray- 
ing that he will represent to the Domin- 
ion government the advisibility of ap- 
pointing an instructor to teach military 
drill in the public schools of the pro- 
vince. 

The boll, mover thouolit this matter 
was more in the scope of education, but- 
as it referred to the militia it came under 
the government. 
The ro.solution was carried. 

KAOI.K J'AKS. 

Hon. Mr. Sniitluun moving tho second 
re.aiiiiii; of this bill, said it was framed in 
piiisnaiice of a proposition made to the 
j goviu nineiil , that a certain area of land 
should bo given ty Ihe company to build 
I this road. The company were somewhat 
I reluctant, as they thought the lanil in 
j adeipiato ;i3 tho e.stim.ates showed the 
1 ro.oi would cost ol) per cent, mure than 
j the land was worth lU SI per acre. Major 
Rogers thought it would coat more than 
SOO.OOO. But the company were willing 
j to conatruct it, as this bill was intimately 
coiinectod with the Kootenay scheme, and 
I it was uiiderstnod atnong tho supporters 
; of Ihe latter that the roail should be put 
I through by the company. Probably in a 
few years the C. 1*. R. would come through 
Eagle puss end thu wagon road would 
then bo of no use. The people of tho 
I Viile district would derive great advan- 
j tage ironi the construction of tho road. 
Two survey parties of oO and -10 men 
each had been in the mountains all win- 
ter; and they would draw their supplies 
from V:ile district if this road were made. 
In addition to survey and consiruction 
parties, it was [jmbable a large number 
of miners Would go in tho Big litnd dis- 
trict during tho jircsent season. It was 
thought that the C. P. syndicate miglU 
bo willing to contribute to thia work tho 
sum of -S'JO.OOO and llieii the 00,000 acres 
proposed to be granted would be reduced 
to '10,00(>. This recoiniiieiidation had 
been made by .Major Kogers to tho syndi- 
cate. Ho thought the mad would be 
coiM|ilet'jd without any cost to the [iro- 
vince, a.s tho men would be paid by land 
warrants and would settle on the land. The 
government proposed to give thu company 
land warrants for unaurvcyed lands, tho 
survey to be made at o.xiieiiso of holders. 
The government would havo power on 
.ipplication for surveyed land to require 
it to be olVerod at jiublio ' auction. He 
tliuu!4ht the construction Of the road 
would bo in the interest of the district of 
Yale, and that meant of course the intcr- 
(^sl of the province, and tho coat would be 
trilling, "rio held in his hand a letter in 
which the character of tho road was de- 
scribed. It was to be 12 feet in width 
with turnout at curtain distances, Tho 
company proposed to deposit $(iO,(K)0 at 
the disposal of tho government. The 
government had no power under existing 
aelH to give laud for such work. As he 



had said, if the company got a grant 
from the syndicate the grant of land 
should be reduced proportionately. He 

would move tho second reading of the 
bdl. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. Beaven said if the wagon road was 
completed in a certain time he had no 
objections to ofier; but, he thought the 
bill incomplete. There was no time of 
commencement or completion specified or 
the width and grade of the road. With 
Heating land warrants for 00,000 acres it 
would be easy for tho company to leave 
inferior lands in tho hands of the govern- 
ment. ' Thus 00,000 acres could be placed 
in alternate sections, as in tho other bill. 
As regards surveyed lands they might take 
them up in the Yale district after tho 
government had been at constdertiblo ex- 
pense. Ho urged the location of the 
lands should be detined; but if tho bill 
passed tho land ini^ht bo staked off in 
any w.iy. There ought to bo some limit 
as to the time of selecting the lands. The 
right to take up the land might be held 
for a number of years. Ho would like to 
hear from tho non. attorney-general on 
the subject. There was also nothing 
about security in the bill. He took ex- 
ception to the loose way in which the bill 
w.is cirawn. 

Hon. Mr. Davie said that the object of 
tho bill was not only to produce a road, 
but to pay tho contractors by land war 
rants. Other details were a matter of 
contract for the land oilice, .-o.'.bject to the 
supervision of the government, which 
would .also see to the security from the 
company. Those land warrants merely 
gave the right of location. A person with 
a laiul warrant wliich is worth a dollar an 
acre must come in under the land act, 
like an ordinary settler. He trusted tho 
leader of the oppositiun would see that the 
details of the cuutractcaine under the h.& 
W. department. 

Mr. AfcTuvish said he. would like the 
debate adjourned for one day. 

Hon. Mr. Sinitho, in reply to Mr. Hel- 
gesen, said the length of the road was 
■11. I miles. 

Mr. (lalbraith said that Major Rogers 
had given much valuable information to 
the leader of the government eoncprninj; 
Ihe eonntry and conatnietion of the road. 

Hon. Mr. Smithe said it was arranyed 
yesterday when M.-. McTavish was not 
present to go on with tho bill, and he 
thought tho bill should bo considered 
now. 

Mr. Hidgeson thought it was a large 
anion nt of land, and ho could not see 
what necessity there was for the road. 
Who was to keep it in repair I It would 
Cost perha[is .^'JO.OOO a year. IJe would 
like to hear something lurtlicr. 

Hon. Mr. Drake thouiibt tho Imn. 
member should have listened to tho do- 
bates more attentively . The people in 
that section were very anxious the Koot- 
enay district, which was now closed, 
should be opened up and (his road was 
necea.sary. Tho land was not given away 
but would remain and be settled on by 
those w ho ijot the land warrants. He 
then showed tho difliculties wliich would 
result in making a contract, if the details 
were placed in tho bill. 

The question that the bill bo road a 
second time was carried and tho house 
went into cominittee of the whole, Mr. 
Raybould in tho chair. 

Mr. Beaven suggested that in clause 1 
"Ihe lieutenant governor should author- 
ize tho chief commissioner to enter into," 
etc.. and that the width of tho road and 
some other details should be specified. 

Hon. Mr. Snutlie s.iid he saw no objec- 
tion to having the width of the road in- 
serted in the clause, lie did not think 
it was nooeasary the liout. -governor 
should authorize the chief conimUsioner, 
but ho had no objection. 

Mr. (irant [lointed out the conunercial 
advantages which would result from the 
o|)eniiig up of this road, and contended it 
was a necessity for the people of 'S'ale dis- 
trict. 

Mr. Armstrong thought 12 foot was too 
narrow. They should havo a 10 foot road. 

Mr. (Jalbrait!: said the road was wide 
enough. 

Hon. fiir. Sinitho said Mr. Blasdell 
stated that they would far sooner de- 
posit tho $60,000 with the government 
than build the road. 

Mr. Semlin said it was a good bargain, 
as he believed the road would cost !?.500O 
per mile, ami there wore over 44 iniles 
to build. Tho balance in favor of tho 
province would bo lflC5,0(X). 

Mr. Cialbraith believed tho aciieino was 
in the interests of Yale as providing con- 
nection with Kootenay and pointed out 
its great advantages commercially, both 
to Yale, Victoria and the rest of the pro- 
vince. 

Mr. liraiit was surprised thai the com- 
pany had offered to build tho. road for 
00,000 acres. He thought it was a good 
bargain and that a 12-foot road was (ill that 
was necessary. 

Mr. I?eaveii moved that clause Ist 
should read thus "It shall bo lawful for 
the chief commissioner with the approval 
of the lieutenant-governor in council." 

Mr. Uunsmuir thought the house had 
nothing to do with tho details of the con- 
tract. This was Iho business of tho chief 
commissionor and it waH snilicioiit to givo 
him powm'. 

Hon. Mr. Sniilhe again pointed out the 
inconvenionees ol inserting details in the 
bill which mi(;ht lead to the ' company 
throwing the matter up. For himself he 
was ready to asaiiino all ren|)onsibility as 
chief Commissioner. 

Mr. Heavun said he might have let the 
bill go through in any shape and then as 
leader of the opposition have blamed the 
govorninent. 

Hon. Mr. Robson gave the honorable 
gentleman credit for his sentiments; but 
let them li;ok at the [iroposit ion, whicll he 
thought ought to satisfy the house. There 
was suflicient in the bill to enable thorn 
to deal with the matter. He contended 
a 12-fo()t road was wide enough. The 
grades wore to be easy, with turnouts. 
The place for details was tho specifica- 
tions. Ho believed tho house must feel 
that this road was the natural coinplution 
of the Kooten.ay sclienio. The atlvan - 
tages were so great that they overshad- 
owed the whole province, and were great- 
er than that of any other yet inaugurated 
in the province. He did not think they 
should waste their time in discussing 
what must be ajiparent. Major Rogers 
had [lilt the lowest cost of the road at 
?ICt},0(-)0, and it would cost the company 
double what they get for it. Major Ro- 
gers said tho Canadian Pacific railway 
coiiii)any were inclined to support this 
acheine in order to draw their supplies 
from British Columbia instead of Ameri- 
can territory. He could conceive of no 
scheme so favorable, and the merchants 
were perfectly alive to its advantages. He 
hoped the leader of the opposition would 
leave matters of detail to the specifica- 
tions and assist in passing the bill. If 
the road could havo been oommoncod 
earlier, tho comiiany would have consent- 
ed to bo bound as to time, and would now 
commence immediately the bill passed. 

Mr. Dunsmuir thought the details 
should be left to tho government, as two 
or three could carry them out far better, 
lie believed in leaving details to the 
heads of departments. Hitherto he had 



in years past seen no bill leave the house 
that a coach:and*six could not be driven 
through. _ ' ■• ■ 

Uuu. Mri^Smithe: cmitcnded that tho 
details might be safely left to the chief 
coinmissionei:. 

Mr. Beaven withdrew his amendment, 
aiiA clause one was passed without am- 
endment. It gave 00,000 acres as a con- 
sideration to the company. 

Section 2 stated the land warrants wore 
to bo for KiO acres, and should bo trans- 
ferrablo and entitle the. holder to tho 
purchase of surveyed or unsurveyed lands 
on delivering lip the warrant for a crown 
grant. The section was carried. 

Section li stateil that when survovi'd 
lands were a[)plied for the bent, i^overnor 
in council miylit ca.uso such lands to bo 
offered at auction, thirty days notice 
being yiveii in the B. 0. diryll'-. If such 
land realized a prico exceeding $1 then 
the applicant should not be entitled to 
such surveyed lands. 

Hon. Mr. Drake loosed an additi'Ui to 
thisclause to Ihe elfect lh.it "unless he 
pay the additional sum reipiired, the land 
warrant being computed at §1 per acre. 

Uon. Mr. bniithe in reply to Mr. Orr 
said that in all coiurads ( lie government 
were bound to ilisert a clause against 
Chinese labor beiiifj employed. 

Section ■! rehited to the" dcsciipliuu of 
lands to be granted, such as uiioecupied 
and unreserved lands; Indian reserves, 
etc. , or C. P. railwav lands beiin; e.\ 
ee|)teil. 

Uon. Mr. Davie moved .as an .iddition 
the words ''or forming; portion of land on 
the Kootenay lake included in the re- 
serve appliecl for in tho Columbia and 
Kootenay railway and transportation bill 
of 1883." 

Tho amendment wa.t carried and section 
4 pansed. ' . |

They were 
erected in 1858 when lumber w;us §100 a 
thousand, other materials dear in jiro- 
portion and carpenter's wages $510 a. day. 
They cost to put up in the roughest and 
cheapest style SllnOO. They brought S.") 
yesterday. In tho larger of the two was 
locatetl Itiiii^o's restaurant Ringo was a 
gigantic eoloied man, ileeiily pockmarked, 
with a very pretty, ladylike wife. Ringo 
himself bad boon a slave, ilo nursed liis 
master tbrougli an attack of iMnall-po.\, 
contracted the disease himself and upon 
recoveriiif; was given his freedom. He 
was famed far and wide for his ciii.'.i Jic. 
The famous .lohn Scranion, who then 
held the mail contract on Puget Sound 
always mailo his headquarters while in 
N'ictoria at lliriyo's. Chami)agne was ;ic- 
ciutomed t i llow like water during his 
slay "just for grandeur," according to 
.loliii's favorite ex(iression. Every not- 
able w ho came to Victoria in those days 
waa escorted at once to Ringo's to get a 
ai(nare meal. This waa connidered tho 
highest mark of hospitidity that could be 
shown him. On one Decision, in l.SOl, 
w hen bad blood first began to show itself 
between north and south, two Ainoricaiis 
fell to wrangling one day in Ringo's 
Blows were exchanged and pistols drawn. 
Ringo, in the kitchen, j^oard tho row and 
running out threw his groat lon/^ arms 
about both men, and gathered them to his 
gre.isy brc.-ist. Ilo held them there as in 
a vice until they consented to put up their 
pistols and shake hands. The early Vic- 
torian abominated tallhalsand theap[jear- 
ance of a man wearing one was sure to 
e.>Lcite imfuvorable comment. One even- 
ing a stranger wearinj^ a shiny [ilug 
deposited it on Rino(.'s counter and prn- 
ceeiied lo discuss a siih.stantl.al tliiinor. 
When he came to replace ihe hat on bis 
hoad his hmrorinay tie imagined to find 
the juice of half-a-dozen eggs and tho oil 
from a pound of soft butter trickling down 
Ills face. Some moan wag had broken the 
eggs and placed them and the butter in 
the hat while the ^oiest unconscioiialy 
enjoyed his illniier. lililgo was a kind, 
i^ooil man - \ery eliarllable and attentive 
to the sick. The poor old chap, his wife 
and many of Ilia former guests havo long 
since been galliered to their fatliors; and 
to-day the old biiililint; which waa the 
scene of his greateat epicurean achieve- 
ments will follow them tu the land uf 
shadows.
